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Men s Socks in “ Wooloa.” 

MATERIALS REQUIRED: 

5 ozs. “ Wooloa ” ; 

4 Milward’s “ Archer” Steel Knitting Pins 
No. 12. 

MEASUREMENTS : 

Top to lower edge of heel, 15 inches ; 
length of foot, 10i inches. 

ABBREVIATIONS : 

K., knit; p., purl; tog., together ; st., stitch ; 
;s., slip ; rep., repeat; rem., remain. 

Cast 66 sts. on to 3 needles. (24, 18, 
24.) K. in rounds of ribbing of k. 1, p. 1, 
for 4 inches. 

Next round. K. 

Next round. * k. 2, p. 1, rep. from * 
all round. Rep. last 2 rounds till sock 
measures 12 inches, ending with a rib 
round. Divide for heel thus: K. 17 sts. 
from 1st to 3rd needle, turn ; s. 1, p. 31. 
Leave remaining 34 sts. on 2 needles for 
front of foot. Now work the heel flap 
thtis: 

1st row. S. 1, k. 31. 

-ZntNi&w. S. 1, p. 31, rep. last 2 rows 10 
times. Turn heel thus : K. 20, k. 2 tog., 
turn ; p. 9, p. 2 tog., turn ; k. 10, k. 2 tog., 
turn ; p. 11, p. 2 tog., turn ; k. 12, k. 2 tog., 
turn; p. 13, p. 2 tog., turn; k. 14, k. 2 tog., 
turn; p. 15, p. 2 tog., turn; k. 16, k. 2 tog., 
turn ; p. 17, p. 2 tog., turn ; k. 18, k. 2 tog., 
turn ; p. 19, p. 2 tog., turn. 

Next row. K. 20, pick up and k. 12 sts. 
down side of heel flap ; with 2nd needle, 
k. all the front 34 sts.; with 3rd needle, 
pick up and k. 12 sts. along other side of 
heel flap, and k. 10 sts. from 1st to 3rd 
needle. (22, 34, 22.). Now work foot. 
1st round of foot: 1st needle, k. till 2 rem., 
k. 2 tog.,; 2nd needle, k. in rib ; 3rd needle, 
k. 2 tog., k. to end. 

2nd Round. K. Rep. last 2 rounds 7 times. 
(14, 34, 14). 

17th round. 1st needle, k.; 2nd needle, k 
in rib ; 3rd needle, k. 

18th round. K. Rep. last 2 rounds till foot 
measures 8£ inches or 2 inches less than 
required length. Now decrease for toe. 
1st round of toe : 1st needle, k. ; 2nd 
needle, * k. 3, k. 2 tog., rep. from * 5 
times, k. 4; 3rd needle, k. (14, 28, 14). 
2nd round. K. 


3rd Round. 1st needle, k. till 3 rem., k. 2 
tog., k. 1; 2nd needle, k. 1, k. 2 tog., k. 
till 3 rem., k. 2 tog., k. 1; 3rd needle, k. 1, 
k. 2, tog., k. to end. 

4th round. K. Rep. last 2 rounds 9 times. 
(4, 8, 4). K. sts. from 1st to 3rd needle, 
and either graft toe together, or cast the 2 
sets of sts. off together. Press on wrong 
side under a damp cloth with a hot iron. 
The sock will press better into shape if a 
piece of cardboard is cuD to size and 
inserted before pressing. 

Men’s Gloves in “ Wooloa.” 

MATERIALS REQUIRED : 

3 ozs. “ Wooloa ” ; 

4 Milward’s “Archer ” Steel Knitting Pins 
No. 12. 

ABBREVIATIONS : 

K., knit; p., purl; tog., together ; st., stitch; 
inc., increase (by knitting into back as 
well as front of st.); rep., repeat; alt., 
alternate 

THE RIGHT HAND GLOVE: 

Cast 60 sts. on to‘3 needles. (20, 20, 20). 
K. in ribbing of k. 1, p. 1, for 36 rounds. 
Next 6 rounds. K. 

Now increase for thumb. 

43rd round. Inc., k. 1, inc., to end of round. 
44th and each alternate round. K. 

45th round. Inc., k. 3, inc., k., to end of 
round. 

47th round. Inc., k. 5, inc., k. to end of 
round. 

49th round. Inc. k. 7, inc., k. to end of 
round. 

51st round. Inc., k. 9, inc., k. to end of 
round. 

53rd round. Inc., k. 11, inc., k. to end of 
round. 

55th round. Inc., k. 13, inc., k. to end of 
round. 

57th round. Inc., k. 15, inc., k. to end of 
round 

59th round. Inc., k. 17, inc., k. to end of 
round. 

60th round. ' K. 

61st round. K. 1, slip next 20 sts. on to a 
piece of thread for thumb, cast on 2, k. to 
end of round. (20, 20, 20). 

Next 24 rounds. K. 

Now divide for fingers. 



FIRSToFINGER: 

K. 8, slip all but last 8 sts. on to a piece 
of thread and leave last 8 sts. on needle, 
cast on 3 for inside of finger, and divide 
sts. into 7, 6, 6. * K. in plain rounds 

for length required. Now k, in plain 
rounds, knitting 2 sts. tog. at beginning of 
each needle, until 3 sts. remain on each 
needle, then break off thread leaving end. 
Pass end through all sts. and draw up 
tightly. Fasten off. 

SECOND FINGER: 

Take 8 sts. from thread each side on to 2 
needles, pick up 3 sts. at base of first 
finger, cast on 3 for inside of finger, and 
divide sts. into 8, 7, 7. Finish as for first 
finger, commencing at *. 

THIRD FINGER: 

Take 7 sts. from thread each side on to 2 
needles, pick up 3. sts. at base of second 
finger, cast on 3 for inside of finger, and 
divide sts. into 7, 7. 6. Finish as for first 
finger, commencing at*. 

FOURTH FINGER: 

Slip, remaining 14 sts. from thread on to 2 
needles, pick up 3 sts. at base of third 
finger, and divide sts. into 6, 6, 5. Finish 
as for first finger, commencing at *. 
THUMB: 

Slip the 20 sts. from thread on t02 2 
needles, pick up 4 sts. at base of thumb, 
and divide sts., into 8, 8, 8. Finish as for 
first finger, commencing at *. 

THE LEFT HAND GLOVE: 


39th round. Inc., k. 1, inc., k. to end of > 
round. 

40th and each alternate round. K. 

41st round. Inc., k. 3, inc., k. to end of 
round. 

43rd round. Inc., k. 5, inc., k. to end of 
round. 

45th round. Inc., k. 7, inc., k. to end of 
round. 

47th round. Inc., k. 9, inc., k. to end of 
round. 

49th round. Inc., k. 11, inc., k. to end of 
round. 

51st round. Inc., k. 13, inc., k. to end of 
round. 

53rd round. Inc., k. 15, inc., k. to end of 
round. 

55th round. Inc., k. 17, inc., k. to end of 
round. 

Next 3 rounds. K. 

59th round. K. 1, slip next 20 sts. on to a 
piece of thread for thumb, cast on 2, k. to 
end of round. (16, 20, 20). 

Next 19 rounds. K. 

K. in ribbing of k. 2, p. 2, for 6 rounds. 

Cast off. 

THE THUMB PIECE: 

Slip the 20 sts. from thread on to 2 
needles, pick up 4 sts. at base of thumb, 
and divide sts. into 8, 8, 8. 

Next 3 rounds. K. K. in ribbing of k. 2, 
p. 2, for 6 rounds. Cast off. 

Press on wrong side under a damp cloth 
with a moderately hot iron. 


Work as directed for Right Hand Glove 
until the fingers are reached. Now 
before dividing for fingers, k. 3 sts. 
from 1st to 3rd needle, then continue 
as directed for Right Hand Glove, 
commencing with the first finger. Press 
under a damp cloth with a moderately 
hot iron 


Man's Scarf in “ Wooloa.” 

MATERIALS REQUIRED: 

8 ozs. “ Wooloa ” ; 

2 Milward’s “Case in” Knitting Pins No. 10. 

ABBREVIATIONS: 

K., knit; p., purl; alt., alternately. 


Men's Mittens in “ Wooloa.” 

MATERIALS REQUIRED: 

2 ozs. “ Wooloa ” ; 

4 Milward’s “Archer ” Steel Knitting Pins 
No. 12. 

ABBREVIATIONS : 

K., knit; p„ purl; st., stitch; inc., increase 
(by knitting into back as well as front 
of st.). 

BOTH HANDS ALIKE: 

Cast 56 sts. on to 3 needles. (16, 20, 20). 
K. in ribbing of k. 2, p. 2, for 34 rounds. 
Next 4 rounds. K. Nowincreaseforthumb. 


Work into the back of each cast-on st. 
to produce a firm edge. Cast on 70 sts. 
First 2 rows. K. 1, p. 1, alt. to end. 

Next 2 rows. P. 1, k. 1, alt. to end. 

Repeat these 4 rows till Scarf measures 
54 inches. Cast off. 

Cut lengths of “Wooloa” about 7 or 8 
inches long. Take 6 strands together, 
double them and with a crochet hook 
draw these strands through a stitch at 
end of Scarf, forming a loop ; pass ends 
of strands through loop and pull tight. 
Repeat this along each end at intervals 
of every third stitch. 

Press Scarf and trim ends evenly.
